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Here and There— 
A Man from Beatrice

Elsewhere in this issue, Kaye Lowom pays 
tribute to the late Oliver Tumer Ivey as one of 
the finest teachers in the annals of Aubum 
University. Kaye has chosen and 
covered well this unusual man’s 
central contributions: his scholar- 
ship, his teaching history to 


breathe new life into their classes. 

Yet something remains to be said, 
for Tumer Ivey was a rare individual who dared 
always to be himself and who, therefore, taught 
as much by the example of his life as he did through 
his formal teaching endeavors. 

Oliver Tumer Ivey began life on October 11, 
1906, at Beatrice in north central Monroe County 
and grew up on his family’s holdings there. Then, 
he came to Auburn for his undergraduate educa 
tion, which he completed in 1926. Soon thereafter 
he embarked on graduate studies in history here 
and received his Master's in 1928. After teaching 
history at Auburn for a while, he entered the 
University of Chicago in 1929 and earned a Master's 
in history there in 1930. Thereafter, he returned 
to Aubum and taught here until 1934, when he 
retumed to Beatrice and his family’s business. 

Two related events influenced his departure 
from Aubum: The first was his marriage to Caroline 
Lawson of Smiths, and the second was a financial 
crisis in Alabama education which had Aubum 
paying its faculty with vouchers, useful—Professor 
Ivey said—only as very temporary patches for 
threadbare clothing. 

He managed the family lands and lumber 
business, including a major sawmill operation, at 
Beatrice until he received a call to active duty during 
World War Il—as an Aubum ROTC graduate he 
held a reserve commission. From 1943 to 1945, 
he spent about two years in the Southwest Pacific, 
Serving in such places as the Philippines and New 
Guinea, and rose to the rank of lieutenant colonel. 

After the war, he retumed to Aubum in 1946 
to teach and in addition took over the management 
of Lawson Farms at Smiths upon the death of his 
wife's father. 

With his wife's health declining, he retired from 
Aubum University in 1969 in order to make with 
her a long-anticipated tour of the world. Together 
they spent a leisurely year visiting far-away places 
about which he had taught and of which they both 
had dreamed for decades. 

Not too long after their return from that 
successful pilgrimage around the globe, Mrs. Ivey 
lost her gallant battle against the illness that had 
beset her for several years. Thereafter, Professor 
Ivey spent the major portion of his remaining life 
promoting improved teaching of history in high 
schools. 

In addition, he continued to manage Lawson 
Farms very actively until his right-hand helper, joe 
Dot McCoy, was killed in a tractor accident on the 
highway at Smiths about 1972 or 1973. Thereafter, 
his agricultural activities declined, but he continued

to oversee the house and lands until the time of 
his death. 

On February 10, 1988, Oliver Tumer Ivey died 
at the Medical Center in Columbus, Georgia, from 
injuries sustained in an automobile accident which 
occurred on February 7 not more than two hundred 
and fifty yards from his home in Smiths. He had 
lived a bit more than eighty-one fruitful years. 

Beyond the educational accomplishments cited 
in Kaye Lowom's column, Professor Ivey left a 
legacy of at least two other major achievements 
which still endure and which require explicit 
recognition here. 

First, in a quiet, direct, and unassuming manner, 
Tumer Ivey effected some notable improvement 
in human relations in Alabama. He exerted 
influence both formally and informally. During the 
tense years of the Civil Rights struggle, Professor 
Ivey served as a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Alabama Council on Human Relations, 
working in concen with other stalwarts of reason 
and justice such as Dr. Charles Goode Gomillion 
of Tuskegee and Dr. Lucius Pitts of Miles College. 
Informally, apparently throughout his adult life, he 
ministered to the sick and needy of his 
acquaintance, regardless of race, color, or creed. 
Even though he has been gone from his native 
Beatrice for more than forty years, black folk there 
and from there still remember that “Tumer Ivey 
helped people in need. . .black and white alike.” 

Second, in both his professional and personal 
activities, Professor Ivey established a pattem of 
zestful living that many of us could emulate to 
advantage. Throughout most of his years, he paced 
through life with the energy, grace, and speed of 
a fine-blooded horse. He savored culture, 
intellectual exchange, and excellent cuisine. And 
he satirized cant, hypocrisy, pomposity, and 
pretentiousness with a fine and cutting disdain. No 
man was too lowly for him to bend without a 
question to lend a helping hand, and no man was 
too highly placed to indulge in folly and escape 
his trenchant wit. 

Friends and relatives held a memorial service 
for Professor Ivey at his home in Smiths on February

When you want some advice, it's best to go 
to.an expen.

“In the first place,” he replied, wrenching his 
mind visibly from an in-depth study of the Second 
Law of Theromodynamics, “you didn't call it a bass, 
did you?” 

“No,” I said, realizing that I had gone back on 
my upbringing. “It was what Uncle Kent and 
everybody else in Frontier Country called a trout.” 

“That's right,” he said gently, “You called it a 
trout. But what it really was, was a spotted bass.” 

“Not a largemouth?" | asked. 

“Probably not,” he said. “Once upon a while 
there might be a largemouth on the larger streams 
up there, but probably not on upper Yellow Creek, 
and even more probably not on Little Yellow 
Creek.” 

All right. | thanked Dr. Clam and went on my 


Then I remembered a special Field & Stream 
issue of several years ago, one of their anniversary 
editions or something, that I had saved because 
it had some exceptionally beautiful and accurate 
paintings of all the different members of the bass 
and sunfish families. 

Yeah, I think he was right. There's the 
largemouth and the smalimouth and the 
redeye..and the spotted. Yep. I do believe that's 
what I used to catch once in a great while, off 
the bridge at the swimming hole, or down in the 
Pasture when I'd go to get the cows, and that first 
one. And all the time, I'd thought I'd been catching 
underfed and scrawny largemouths, after I learned 
that they weren't brookies or rainbows. You tum 
the page and you find something else you didn’t 
know. And shortly after that, | had a conversation 
with another fish specialist, kind of the Isaac Walton 
of lower Yellow Creek and Cutbank Creek, and 
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the sloughs down around where the village sewage 
dumped into the creek. The subject of goggle eyes 
came up. Looking at my pretty pictures, I said, “All 
right, which one of these is a goggle-eye, is it the 
warmouth or the rock bass?” (They look prety 
much alike.) 

He waffled: Hmmmm. He caught a whole 
towsackful of them in a slough down below town 
one time, he said, but he wasn't sure. 

His uncertainty can be appreciated, a bunch 
of the bream look alike. There's the bluegill and 
the red-ear bream (which I think is what we call 
the shellcracker), and there's the punkinseed and 
the redbreast, and a whole bunch of others that 
we used to just call perch, except we'd call the 
red ones sunfish. 

Crappie were white perch, and not many people 
caught any, except at certain times of the year, 
cousin Walter Chandler would go over to a special 
place on Yellow Creek—nobody ever knew exactly 
where—and catch a mess of them. Whether they 
were crappie or black crappie I don't know. They 
were white perch. 

“Hey, that's a gov-mint bream,” my expert friend 
would say. 

“Say what?” 

“A gov'mint bream,” he said, looking at the 
picture of what Field & Stream called a flier. “They 
stocked some around here one time, and that's 
what people called them. Gov'mint bream.” 

I never was too cenain about the nomenclature 
of the little things 1 used to catch in the creeks. 
They were mostly so thin they were translucent, 
some kind of feeble with hunger, unless they were 
below the sewage outlet. 

And there's the additional lem that some 
of them readily hybridize, making positive 
identification even harder. Anyway, they were 
perch. 

Then somebody asked, “What's a grinnel?” 

“The most accepted name is a bowfin,” said 
Dr. Mussel. 

‘We all agreed that the bowfin, grinnel, whatever, 
is often called names that don’t appear in family 
publications. We also agreed that we'd never seen 
them eaten. There was always somebody down the 
road a piece who would eat them, like the time 
Tumer Falkner and I, after giving up on bass way 
down there on lower Yellow Creek behind his 
house, started catching grinnel out of a slough. 
We took them to some people on down the road. 
Heck, they might even be good, for all 1 know. 
1 heard one time, about third-hand, that if you ate 
them right off the stove, real hot, they weren't bad. 

But it was sort of like eating possum. I just 
never worked up a strong appetite for them. 

A real fun fish to catch was the jack, which 
I found out many, many years later is the eastern 
chain pickerel. I've seen them follow a plug right 
up the bank 20 times before finally striking. Field 
& Stream says they're good to eat if you do them 
a certain way to ease the threat of the bones. We 
never tried to. 

Goggle-eyes, trout, sunfish, grinnel, white perch, 
gov'mint bream...they just don't name fish like they 
used to. 


The Editor's Column— 
Remembering a Teacher

When Oliver Tumer Ivey ‘26 retired from 


teaching at Aubum in 1969 after spending most 
of four decades on the faculty, one of the pillars

of the Auburn History Department moved out of 
the classroom. But he never left education. In the 
19 years that passed between his retirement and 
his death on Feb. 10, 1988, he never stopped his 
search for knowledge or his efforts to contribute 
to knowledge. 

From the time he started teaching at Aubum 
in 1928, students found Professor Ivey one of their 
most memorable teachers; and however he was 
regarded, it was never with indifference. He had 
too many opinions, too much energy and 
enthusiasm, and he supported too many causes 
to be ignored. As a secretary in the History 
Department once responded to a question about 
Prof. Ivey, students (and often colleagues) either 
swore by him or at him. His classroom was always 
a whirlwind of activity. Ideas, reactions, responses 
came from the professor fast and furious. Nobody 
went to sleep in his class. Not even on the third 
floor of Samford Hall in the late spring or summer. 
The wit of his lectures and the interplay of his 
mind in response to student comments and 
questions were enough to banish spring fever, even 
without his slamming his hands down on the desk 
to emphasize a point, flipping maps, pointing, 
his constant moving around the classroom, darting 
to the front or back. Although I never saw any of 
his ETV courses on the Six Faces of History, I've 
wondered how he kept still enough for the camera 
to focus. And certainly, the lack of audience 
fesponse must have cramped his lecture style. 

When Prof. Ivey retired in 1969, several of his 
former students commented on his teaching for 
a story for The Alumneus: 

To Robert Pitts 39, now emeritus head of 
Aerospace Engineering, Prof. Ivey was “the only 
man I ever saw who could make history interest 
ing....He was a tremendous teacher. I have never 
known more than three or four (teachers) in his 
class.” 

Albert Killian ‘52, now retired from a career 
at Aubum, found Prof. Ivey's class in international 
Organizations “the most stimulating class I had in 
college because of his requirement that students 
must think. 


“He was not only prepared to teach the course, 
he was prepared to understand the students. He 
could tell which students were in there to kill time, 
to leam, or just to get credit—his was 
almost uncanny,” continued Mr. Killian. “His 
stimulating lectures made the subject real. As you 
can imagine, a discussion of the organization of 
the Pan American Union normally doesn't make 
a student sit on the edge of his chair, but Prof. 
Ivey had a sharp wit and he uses it in the Biblical 
sense of a two-edged sword, on the subject and 
on the student. He is one of the best teachers I 
have ever known and far exceeded any other in 
communicating with the students.” 

Prof. Ivey viewed the teacher's role in the 
learning process as a combination “cheerleader, 
instructor, judge, friend, and slave driver.” The latter 
was necessary he felt because a university had to 
have somebody to define the standards of 
excellence and hold students to them. He believed 
the best student-teacher relationships end up in 
friendship and because of the sizable number of 
his former students who consider themselves his 
friends, he succeeded. “Teaching,” he maintained 
“is the goal; friendship is the icing on the cake.” 

I mentioned Prof. Ivey's causes—the biggest one 
was history itself, He moved toward the teaching 
of history with a missionary zeal that focused on 
the role of history in the lives of us all and in 
its influence on the future. He passionately believed 
that the knowledge of history had led the founders 
of the United States to choose democracy and that 
if our democratic experiment is to last that it 
requires an educated citizenry who know history. 
Consequently, whereas most college teachers 
consider high school history teaching as dreary 
work and largely useless, Prof. Ivey regarded it as 
the key. The chances for the United States’ survival 
and world leadership, he said, “rise as the 
understanding of our citizens rises, fall as the 
understanding falls.” Because the majority of voters 
get their understanding of history in high school, 
he felt that effective high school teaching is 
indispensable. He believed that “the level of 
wisdom in this country corresponds to the level 
of the high school teaching.” 

Consequently he was always willing to work 
in any way he could to inspire or contribute to 
the level of teaching. 

History—and Professor Ivey often taught 
Russian, Far Easter, or Latin American History— 
was to be seen in his classes in the fullness of 
its ramifications. Students who were good at 
memorizing dates alone or those who just wanted 
to read for the stories they found in history equally 
were apt to be dismayed in his class. History as 
he saw it couldn't be isolated—it depended on

Keeps Patients on 
Pins and Needles

Acupuncture. The word conjures up 
different images for differem people 
Acupuncture is thought by some to be 
nothing shor of voodoo. Others believe 
it a medical miracle, replacing the need 
for other weatments, Howard Rand ‘65, 
DVM, agrees with neither of these 
extremes. Instead, he sees acupuncture as 
a realistic addition to the other methods 
of treatment used in his veterinary 
practice. 

Owner of Horse & Hound Hospital in 
Marietta, Ga, Dr. Rand has used acupunc 
ture to treat animals since 1976, when he 
learned the technique from an accredited 
course the International 
Veterinary Acupuncture Society. He even 
Practiced his new-found art on his family 
“When I started,” he said, “I tried it on 
everything just to learn how to put needles 
in and what works and what doesn't

Fine needles are 
used at different acupuncture points, or 
meridians, on the body. Each meridian 
is associated with specific bodily func 
tions. For example, if an animal needed 


an injection of medicine to treat a kidney 
problem, Dr. Rand would make the 
injection in a specific kidney meridian. 
Acupuncture lends itself to cemain 
problems. In dogs it works well with lack 
of excretory control, eye problems, non 
specific diarrhea, and different kinds of 
pain (such as in arthritis). For horses, it 
works best on lameness, wounds, cye 
problems, some reproductive illnesses, 
and back problems. Dr. Rand applies a 
number of variations to his technique. In 
some cases he inserts needles, then runs 
an electrical curren through them to 
increase stimulation. Other times, he 
redicine into a specific acupunc 
at doesn't work, he'll inject 
gold beads, ich will work indefinitely 
as long as they stay in place.

The only way | 
explain it is that obviously the vertebrae 
were out of place because of the muscle 
Spasms in the neck. I stopped the muscle 
spasms, and consequently the vertebrae 
went back in line. The dog's been fine 
ever since. 


Of course, not all of Dr. Rand's stories 
afe success stories. He remembers a 
Shepherd he treated soon after he began 
using acupuncture. Referred to him by 
another veterinarian, the dog had a hip 
problem which responded well to acu 
puncture treatments. 


‘The owner called me one day, and 
the dog had died. I then found out the 
dog had liver problems. Had I known, I 
would have suggested that we not do 
acupuncture, Why correct the hips when 
the dog is getting ready to die of some 
other problem? Now, 10 years later, 1 do 
a blood work-up for every potential 
acupuncture patient. I get the whole 
history, preferably from the referring vet. 


Being selective about which patients 
qualify for acupuncture not only ensures 
a higher success rate, it also makes better 
business sense. Acupuncture sessions take 
an hour to an hour-anda-half, costing $50 
per session ($100 for horses, plus tran 
quilizer). “In that hour I could have seen 
probably four dogs, doing all kinds of 
other things and making more money than 
an hour with

SGA’s Harold Melton 
Graduates, Reflects

Harold Melton says he's expanded his 
major since being elected Student Govern. 
ment Association president last spring. “In 
addition to majoring in international 
business, | now have experience in 
Management, public administration 
public relations, and political science.” 

The 21-year-old Marietta, Ga, native, 
who last spring became Aubum’s first 
black Student Government Association 
president, walked the aisle along with 739 
graduates at winter commencement 
March 18. 

“Each day provided a new challenge, 
and that made the year exciting,” Harold 
explained. “Being SGA president stretches 
your capabilities and pushes you to your 
full potential. There's so much on your 
mind every day. You have to remember 
which project you assigned to which 
person, keep up with which committee 
is handling which topic and what progress 
is being made, and on top of all that you 
have to remember your own commit 
ments.” 

He says the worst part of being SGA 
president is the strict schedule and lack 
of free time. “You can't dump everything 
and go out with your friends. Because of 
your responsibilities, you're somewhat 
isolated from the typical college life. 1 
missed out on a lot of social activities. 

“But the past year has been so 
valuable,” he added. “It's given me a great 
deal of confidence for the future. I've 
learned to work with people and also to 
accept things from different perspectives.” 

The typical day of the SGA president 
is filled with answering stacks of mail and 
phone calls as well as preparing for 
committee meetings and other scheduled 
activities. The president is a non-voting 
member of the Board of Trustees, and 
attends various other meectings—from 
those of the SGA Budget and Finance 
Committee to the University Senate. 
Though he graduates in March, Harold will 
Stay in Aubum until after next quarter's 
campus elections are held to fulfill his 
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presidential duties and to orient his 
SUCOESSOF. 

Having been active in the SGA since 
a@ freshman, Harold decided to increase 
his participation two years ago. “I was 
setting goals for my extracurricular 
activities, and | staned looking at the 
various positions,” he explained. “I had 
an idea of how | would like things done 
and decided president was the most 
Suitable job for me. 

Harold ran away with the election last 
spring, defeating candidates with strong 
fraternity ties and widespread popularity 

I think my success was due to a 
smorgasbord of suppor,” he said. “My 
activity on campus covered a cross 
section, so a wide variety of people saw 
they could work through me. 

My election reveals that Auburn 
students are open to all candidates,” he 
continued. “It says they're more interested 
in qualities that make good leadership.

Former Auburn football greats Jeff Parks 
and Dowe Aughtman, along with basket 
ball record-holders Gerald White and 
Frank Ford, were among Aubum's winter 
graduates on March 18. Each athlete has 
different plans for the future, but all 
finished college for the same reason. 

“‘T've always been taught to finish what 
I start, and that applies to college, too,” 
said Jeff. The gifted tight end and two- 
time All-SEC and Academic All-SEC player 
from Gardendale played at Auburn from 
1982-1985 before proving a professional 
success with the Houston Oilers. For two 
years he has returned to Auburn during 
NFL off-seasons to finish his degree in 
speech communication. 

"You can't count on a pro career,” he 
continued. “It could end at any time, and 
when it’s over you've got to have 
something to fall back on. After I finish 
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with football, rll still have a long life left 
and Ill need an alternate career. 1 think 
I'd like to go into broadcasting after a few 
more years of playing professionally 
Dowe, who joined the Dallas Cowboys 
in 1984 after receiving All-SEC honors 
twice while at Auburn, says football was 
@ great experience but it’s pan of his 
history now. After an injury ended his 
professional career, the Brewton native 
faced a decision of whether to go straight 
imto the workforce or return to college. 
1 decided if 1 didn't finish my degree 
then, | probably never would,” he said. 
It’s been a long haul, but I'm really glad

Special Programs 
Head Has Big 
Plans for Future

Vivian Larkin’s first year in her role as 
Auburn's coordinator of special programs 
has been hectic, but she has still found 
time to improve and expand the services 
Auburn provides for its minority students. 
Since assuming the position last April, Mrs. 
Larkin’s first concern has been 
maintaining the level of services currently 
offered by the Special Programs Office. 
She and her staff are working to identify 
and meet the needs of minority students 
at Aubum, including approximately 3,000 
black, foreign, and overtraditional-age 
(OTA) students. The staff offers. services 
to help integrate these groups into all 
aspects of campus life. 

One of the largest groups the office 
serves are the 560 international students, 
representing 70 countries, on campus. 
Almost 85 percent of our international 
students are involved in graduate 
she explained. “They make a 
tremendous contribution to the university 


research, 


and we are going to try to do more for 


them in return. 


One way Mrs. Larkin has accomplished 
this is by expanding the Hos Family 
Program,

to participate. The program exposes 
foreign students to the American way of 
life so that they can carry that experience 
back with them to their countries. We've 
the Worldwide Student 
Association, an advisory group that assists 
reign students. 

In addition, we have initiated a group 
which caters to the wives of international 
students, who are typically shut in all day 
and unacquainted with what is going on 
in the community.

One of the most popular events for 
foreign students is the World's Fair, an 
annual event exhibiting the bes of the 
many international cultures at Aubum. 

It’s grown so large that we had to move 
it into the coliseum this year,” Mrs. Larkin 
said.

It certainly shows 
that Auburn has a diversity of scholars.”

An innovation which Mrs. Larkin is 
especially pleased with is the Mentor 
Program, which pairs black students with 
interested faculty members who act as 
advisors. “This program has gotten off the 
ground really nicely,” she said. “We've had 
approximately 70 volunteer professors 
and administrators get involved and have 
found these relationships grow intensely 
meaningful. We are expanding this 
program to include other minority groups, 
such as students with learning disabilities. 

Improving our minority alumni 
support is another priority. It's difficult to 
measure how supportive they have been 
in the past since only 700 blacks have 
graduated from Auburn. Most blacks only 
began to arrive on campus around the late 
seventies,” she noted. “In November, we 
have our minority alumni reunion during 
Homecoming. We have had respectable 
crowds, but participation is definitely 
something we need to build upon 

Mrs. Larkin said she also hopes to place 
more emphasis on programs for Aubum's 
approximately twenty handicapped 
students. “Consciousness raising is the 
most important thing we can do right now 
to help our handicapped students. Most 
people are not aware of the access

NCAA Tourney 


For Coach Sonny Smith's Tigers, the 
last few weeks have been a good news 
bad news time. After finishing the regular 
season with an impressive 18-9 record and 
an 89-70 whipping of LSU in Baton Rouge, 
the men’s basketball team made a quick 
exit from the SEC Tournament, bowing 
53-50 to Georgia in their first game 
Despite their unimpressive showing, 
Auburn received a fifth consecutive NCAA 
bid and was seeded in the Southeast 
region, allowing them to play their NCAA 
Tournament games close to home 

The home court advantage was less 
than hoped for as few Auburn fans made 
the short trip to Atlanta to cheer them on. 
but the Tigers responded by beating 12th 
ranked Bradley in the opening round, 90 
86. Bradley boasted the nation’s top-scorer 
in All-American guard Hersey Hawkins, 
but senior forward Chris Morris had an 
All-American performance of his own, 
leading the Tigers with 36 points and 12 
rebounds. Senior guard Terrence Howard 
tipped the ball away from Hawkins in the 
game's final moments, preserving an 
Aubum victory in a game in which the 
Tigers once trailed by 14 points. 

In the Tigers’ second round game, 
Oklahoma proved too quick defensively 
with the result a 107-87 Sooner win. Four 
seniors played their final game for the 
Tigers, including guards Terrence Howard 
and Johnny Lynn, All-SEC forward Chris 
Morris, and center Jeff Moore. During their 
careers on the Plains, Aubum went to the 
NCAA tourmey every year and never lost 
a first-round game. Their best showing 
came in 1985-86, when the Tigers finished 
22-11 and advanced to the NCAA final 
eight
